The rebuilding of the 
long wharf and a new unit of it 
by the Healy-Tibbitts Company, 
new pipe lines, etc., make our 
local refinery practically a new 
Plant ready for increased business 
and easily holding its own as the 
leading. oil company on the Pacific 
Coast with Point Richmond ag its 
base. 

It is understood the Standard 
intends to bring most of its oil 
here from Southern California via 
Ships, rather than by pipe lines 
as ‘heretofore. Pumping equip- 
‘Ment is in operation for pumping 
the oil from the ships to tank 
farm hill,

Great English Jurist Who 
Conceived “Utopia” to Be . 
Canonized, 


Sir Thomas More, the author of 
the Utopia, is to become Saint Thom- 
as. This news from the Vatican is 
of extraordinary interest because the 
world is now discussing various 
schemes to bring about Utopian con- 
ditions and the word, “Utopia,” is on 
every tongue. 

The word was used by him in de- 
scribing the institutions and customs 
on an imaginary {island of Utopia 
(nowhere), the capital of which, 
Amaurote (the dim city) was _ situ- 
ated on the River Anyder (waterless) 
and had as its chief magistrate an 
ademus (one without a people). It 
pretended to be an account by Hyth- 
loday, who had accompanied Amer- 
igo Vespucci on a voyage to the New 
world, and it represented Utopia as 
being a place similar to the ideal 
state of Plato. Before telling of the 
perfect life on the unknown isle 
Hythloday spoke at length and critti- 
cally of the severity of the laws of 
England and the injustices of its sys- 
tem of government. 
in Latin in the year 1515 and issued 
at Louvain, though not published in 
England either in Latin or English 
until long after More's death. 


The author of the Utopia, many 
people may be surprised to know, 
was the lord chancellor of England. 
an office corresponding in judicial 
eminence to that of the chief justice 
of the United States Supreme court, 
and it is apparently because he re 
fused to recognize the legality of the 
divorce of Henry VIII from Cather- 
ine and his marriage to Anne Boleyn, 
and was beheaded, that he is to be 
canonized as a saint, although, of 
course, his character entered into the 
consideration. At the age of twelve, 
he was placed in the household of 
Cardinal Morton, archbishop of Can- 
terbury, and at once made a great 
impression on his patron. A few 
years later he was sent to one of the 
colleges of Oxford. where he became 
known as one of the foremost cham- 
pions of “The New Learning.” After 
withdrawing from the college to 
study law he met the great Dutch 
scholar Erasmus and a warm friend- 
ship developed between them. In 
1515 he was sent by the king on a 
mission to Flanders, where the sec- 
ond half of the Utopia was written. 


Steadily he rose to be, next to the 
king, “the highest officer in this 
whole realm.” Failing to obtain a 
divorce or annulment of his marriage, 
King Henry deprived Wolsey of his 
position as chancellor and appointed 
More his successor, but when the 
subject was broached to him, the new 
chancellor expressed regret that his 
conscience would not permit him to 
serve the monarch’s pleasure in the 
matter, and he soon retired to pri- 
vate life. Still the king had great 
affection for More, and it was only 
when he refused to attend the cor- 
onation of Anne that this apparent 
friendship turned to enmity. For re- 
fusing to take an oath that Henry’s 
first marriage was invalid and his 
second valid, the former chancellor 
was sent to the Tower, and on July 
6, 1535, he was beheaded. Lord 
Campbell, one of his successors in the 
chancellorship, termed the execution 
“the blackest crime that has ever 
been perpetrated in England under 
the form of law.” Addison said: “His 
death was of a piece with his life. 
There was nothing in it new, forced 
or affected. He did not look upon 
the severing of his head from his 
body as a circumstance that ought to 
produce any change in the disposi- 
tion of. his mind; and as he died un- 
der a fixed and settled hope of im- 
mortality, he thought any unusual 


degree of sorrow and concern im-| 


proper on such an occasion as had 
nothing in it which could deject or 
terrify him.” 

No Utopia has yet been found and 
it does not seem likely that any will 
be. But the world would be nearer 


perfection than it is If men who re- 
sembled the author of this work in 
brilliance of mind and in nobility of 
character were more numerous. And 
there is little to be said in favor of 
a monarchy or political regime that 
could commit the crime of beheading 
a great counsellor and jurist for 
such a cause.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

“From the public health aspect the 
school program is distinctly second- ; 
ary to the effort to control active tu- Mi LN ESIA 
berculosis in the _ general popula- 
_tion,’ Dr. William Paul Brown says 
in an article on ‘*The School and Tu- 
berculosis” in Hygeia Magazine. 
“The periodic examination and the 
contacts of known active cases is 
much more productive of results in 
controlling the disease than the 
school study of all pupils. No spe 
cial study of tuberculosis in the 
schools is warranted unless a good 
program based on these two more im- 
portant phases has had consistent 
promotion. 

“The school physician might detect 
a few active cases in children, if con- 
ditions allow careful auscultation of 
the chest and a careful history of ex- 
posure to the infection. However, 
many children with demonstrable dis- 
ease may be missed, for at the time 
they may be negative to auscultation 
and give a negative history.” 

Among the benefits of a school pro- 
gram for childhood tuberculosis un- 
der public health control are the fol- 
lowing: 

1. An appreciable number of chil- 
dren are found in need of treatment, 
and adults with active tuberculosis 
are discovered. 

2. Families who are not utilizing 
regular medical supervision are giv- 
en occasion to choose a physician for 
this prevention service. 

3. Chiildren, apparently well, whose 
parents have taken meager steps to 
correct overfatigue, dietary errors, 
neglected teeth and other defects, 
have therein a _ rather spectacular 
reason for correcting these general 
health hazards before symptoms of 
tuberculosis have brought a belated 
warning. 

4. Physicians are aided in increas. 
ing their function in preventive medi- 
cine through the reference to them of 
such considerable groups of children 
who are apparently well but wh give 
pone reaction to the tuberculin Medical Discovery ira gee agch I me

Paer’s Horrible Harbor Takes Yearly Inventory 


Greatest boon of all, (to the ‘powers that be’’)—and 
greatest burden of all to the taxpayers---was the fact that 
Parr’s yearly report was passed to the city auditor without 
even a vote, Mayor Imbach stating that: that would be the order 


If there were no objections—which there were not! 


Now, listen, to this for a mo 
ment: In 1926, we are advised 
that Fred D. Parr found himself in 
debt to an Oakland banking insti- 
tution to the extent of approxi- 
mately $400,000. Some of the di- 
rectors of this institution were 
also interested in the Bay Counties 
Land Company which owned 102 
acres of overflow and swamp land 
in South Richmond. By this time 
also, in spite of perhaps the most 
terrible mismanagement of any 
municipal enterprise, our Outer 
Harbor—which was all we had 
then—had begun to show that it 
could be made to pay. At least 
$70,000 had come ip to our city 
coffers as real profit—to be used, 
‘with our taxpayer’s money to build 
the city. Also, the Richmond In- 
dustrial Commission ‘had been 
working on promotion to such an 
extent that the Ford Motor Co., 
along with other sites, was looking 
to Richmond; and, in fact, had 
been directed even to this Bay 
Counties Land sgite. 

Mr. Parr came out here a sec- 
ond time. On.his first visit he 
evidently did not have the Oak- 
land banking connection — and 
was almost snubbed when he en- 
tered the city. The second time, 
however, it was different and he 
was met and kissed on both 
cheeks. When the large evening 
was over, the hangover of the 
morning after disclosed the fact 
that the City had agreed to do a 
million doljars worth of dredging 
on the Bay Counties Land Com- 
pany holdings, subsequently trans- 
ferred to Parr. From being worse 
than a mud-flat, this then worth- 
less land was—by our taxpayer’s 
money transformed into very vel- 
uable property. Not only did Parr 
not pay any of his own money 
for this work, but his sole promise 
was to use his best efforts to close 
the lease to the Ford Motor Co., 
Promotion work on which was 
practically completed a year be- 
fore hé ever came out here. 

The city was supposed to receive 
half of all the receipts that aame in 
over the “demised premises’’—or 
property which ‘was originally 
owned by it; but it was not to 
share in all commerce on Parr’s 
102 acre tract whatsoever. In fact 
the council did not. wake up to 
this fact until it had Bg oe 
million dollars on the er - 
bor dredging work, and Wharf 
No. 3 was built and put into op 
eration. Then, they went to Pape 
and seid. “Here, the pedple won't 
stand for ¢his—vou running all 


e 


the traffic over your section anda 
and leaving our idle.” So, the 
big-hearted Parr Company said, 
“All right. Tell you what we'll do. 
We'll take three-fourths instead 
of half.” And that is what (hap- 
pened. ; 


“Und comes it now” that the 
apnual report for 1934 comes be- 
fore the city council. A fine time 
to check up, and see where we 
are getting with our harbor in- 
vestment—and it is passed to the 
city auditor without a vote. The 
bare fact is that while, each month 
our daily newspapers gloat over 
the “profits” which are declared 
to the city by Parr, we find at the 
end of the year that these ““pro- 
fits”—about $14,00 im all—are gob- 
bled up by Parr and used to pay 
the interest, about $12,000, on the 
buildings he built, and leaves about 
$2,000 to pay on a debt of $2265,- 
000 or more, which the City owes 
Parr. At that rate, in about 110 


years we would thave Parr paid off! 


Oh, yes, we did not tell you 
how the city comes*to owe Parr. 
You see in the lease, Parr was 


given the right to construct the 
biuldings on the city’s proerty, as 
well as on ‘his own. And the way 
it works out is that: 
spent a million dollars and more 
for his benefit, on harbor im- 
provements and maintenanc, which 
we will probably get paid off by 
1950—Parr had us “over the bar 
rel” for a measly $200,000 which

Seay if you want that the 
Parr ease is legal; it certainly #s 
not equitable. And the sooner
